Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 26-50 are allowed. The Prior art of record does not contain the combination of 
the following features, generating a synthetic 3-D model of an area around a center of 
the scene by combining the geocoded reference digital elevation model and the 
geocoded reference image such that each pixel of the geocoded reference image is 
associated with an elevation from the geocoded reference digital elevation model; 
transforming the synthetic 3-D model into a synthetic perspective image of the scene, 
the transforming based on a type of the sensor and the at least one sensor parameter; 
and registering the sensor image of the scene with the synthetic perspective image to 
geocode the sensor image using a mutual information model. While "GEODETIC 
ALIGNMENT OF AERIAL VIDEO FRAMES" Y. SHEIKH, S. KHAN, M. SHAH and R. 
CAN N ATA discloses the above steps using a "camera model" however it does not 
disclose basing the transformation on the type of sensor or using a mutual information 
model to perform registration. Therefore claims 26-50 are allowed.
